MARKET  REVIEW 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Sept.   19,  1973,  declared  additional 
deficits  in  the  1973  sugar  quotas  totaling  50,549  :^hort  tons,  raw  value,  of 
sugar.  The  deficits,  consisting  of  42,000  tons  for  Hawaii  and  8,549  tons  for 
Peru,  were  prorated  to  the  Philippines  and  Western  Hemisphere  countries 
pursuant  to  Section  204(a)  of  the  Sugar  Act.     The  press  release  accompanying 
this  action,  together  with  the  revised  quotas  are  shown  herein  beginning  on 
Page  6. 

Sugar  sales  reported  by  primary  distributors  during  1973  continue  at  a 
record  rate.  Distribution  through  Sept.  15,  1973,  totaled  8,213,000  short 
tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports.     During  the  comparable 
periods  of  1972  and  1971,  8,073,000  tons  and  7,939,000  tons,  respectively 
were  reported  distributed.  Constructive  deliveries,  i.e.,  sugar  sold  and 
charged  to  quotas  in  December  but  physically  delivered  in  January  and  February 
of  the  following  year,  totaled  130,000  tons  in  1972,  88,000  tons  in  1971  and 
161,000  tons  in  1970.     Accordingly,  physical  deliveries  through  Sept.  15 
totaled  8,343,000  tons  in  1973  compared  with  8,161,000  tons  and  8,100,000 
tons,  respectively,  delivered  through  the  same  dates  of  1972  and  1971. 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors 
on  Sept.  1,  1973,  totaled  1,398,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  pre- 
liminary reports.  This  was  642,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and  133,000 
tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  August  a  year  ago.  Beet  processors'  stocks  of 
446,000  tons  were  324,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and  133,000  tons 
less  than  a  year  earlier.  Cane  sugar  refiners'  stocks  of  raw  and  refined 
sugar  were  reported  as  802,000  tons,  or  193,000  tons  less  than  a  month 
earlier  and  78,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  August  last  year. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  based  on 
Sept.  1,    :1973  conditions,  forecast  a  sugarbeet  crop  of  24.8  million  tons, 
13  percent  less  than  the  28.4  million  tons  produced  last  year.  The  decline 
in  production  in  1973  is  attributed  to  a  seven  percent  drop  in  acreage  and 
indicated  yields  per  acre  of  six  percent  less  than  in  1972.  The  crop  has 
been  affected  by  lack  of  moisture  in  Michigan  and  Minnesota  while  rain  is 
needed  in  Ohio  for  be«t  development.     In  North  Dakota,  where  harvesting  has 
already  started,  recent  rains  have  improved  yield  prospects,  while  timely 
rains  and  warm  weather  in  Nebraska  have  been  ideal  for  beet  development. 
The  Colorado  crop  is  about  two  weeks  late  and  while  recent  weather  has  favored 
growth,  sizing  will  depend  upon  the  number  of  growing  days  remaining.  Har- 
vesting continues  in  California  and  is  nearing  completion  in  the  Imperial 
Valley. 
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Sugarcane  production  for  sugar  and  seed  in  the  Mainland  Cane  area 
(Louisiana  and  Florida)  is  forecast  at  11 9 8  million  tons,  the  same  as  a  month 
earlier  but  two  percent  less  than  the  18.2  million  tons  produced  last  year. 
Acreage  for  harvest  in.  1973  is  five  percent  above  that  of  1972  but  yield  per 
acre  is  expected  to  decline  seven  percent  from  31.0  tons  in  1972  to  28.9  tons 
in  1973,  resulting  in  a  smaller  total  production.  Plant  growth  in  Louisiana 
has  been  retarded  by  a  shortage  of  moisture  while  August  weather  favored 
growth  in  Florida  where  the  harvest  of  seed  cane  is  underway. 

August  weather  continued    to  favor  the  development  of  the  sugarcane  crop 
in  Texas  and  yields  were  forecast  at  40.0  tons  per  acre  compared  with  the  month 
earlier  fore-ast  of  38.0  tons.    Production  of  sugarcane  for  sugar  and  seed  in 
Hawaii  is  forecast  at  10.3  million  tons,  the  same  as  a  month  earlier  although 
moisture  shortage  in  some  areas  has  necessitated  some  premature  cutting  of 
cane. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  through  Aug.  11,  1973  totaled 
757,266  short  tons,  96°  basis,  compared  with  727,947  tons  produced  through 
Aug.  12,  1972  and  816,671  tons  produced  through  Aug.  14,  1971. 

On  a  regional  basis,  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of  destination 
during  January- July  1973  were  about  1.6  percent  more  than  those  reported 
during  the  same  months  of  1972.     Increases  occurred  in  three  of  the  five 
geographical  regions  with  the  North  Central  region  up  the  most — 3.1  percent, 
followed  by  1   the  West  up  2.3  percent  and  the  mid-Atlantic  region  up  1.6  per- 
cent.    Reported  deliveries  in  the  New  England  region  and  the  South  were  down 
fractionally — 0.5  percent  and  0.3  percent,  respectively. 

Individually,  31    states  received  more  sugar  during  the  first  seven  months 
of  1973,  as  compared  with  those  months  of  1972;  19  received  less.  There  were 
10  states  in  which  reported  deliveries  were  up  more  than  100,000  hundred- 
weight.   New  York  had  the  largest  increase,  up  500,000  hundredweight,  followed 
by  Indiana,  up  399,000,  and  Wisconsin,  up  359,000.     Of  those  states  where  de- 
liveries were  reported  as  smaller  during  the  first  seven  months  of  1973, 
as  compared  with  that  period  of  1972,  New  Jersey  had  the  largest  decline, 
423,000  hundredweight , followed  by  Delaware  down  208,000,  Ohio  down  170,000 
and  Florida  down  124,000. 

During  the  period  under  review,  sharp  rises  in  the  quoted  prices  for 
refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  were  noted  in  all  pricing  regions.  In  late 
August  several  cane  sugar  refiners  announced  increased  prices  in  several  of 
the  pricing  regions,  effective  through  Sept.  11,  1973,  when  Stage  A  of  Phase 
IV  of  the  Economic  Stabilization  Program  was  originally  scheduled  to  end. 
Stage    B  replaced    Stage  A  on  Sept.  10  and  at  that  time  several  beet  sugar 
processors  advanced  their  wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  beet  sugar 
and  this  was  followed  by  several  announcements  of  price  increases  by  cane 
sugar  refiners,  effective  Sept.  12  on  a  day-to-day  basis  through  the  end  of  September. 

On  Sept.  20,  1973,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  a  further  advance  in 
the  wholesale  price  quotation  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
region,  effective  Sept.  21.     In  the  Packfic  Coast  region  the  wholesale 
price  quotation  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  100-pound  paper  bags — the  basis 
pack — advanced  from  12.10  cents  per  pound  on  Sept.   7  to  13.20  cents  on 
Sept.  10  and  to  13.60  cents  on  Sept.  21,  an  increase  of  1.5  cents 
per  pound  during  the  period. 
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Shown  below  are  the  quoted  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale 
in  100-pound  paper  bags  and  in  bulk,  as  of  Sept.  25,  1973.

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  during  August  was  15.06  cents  per  pound,  up  from  14.92  cents  in  July  and 
13.84  cents  in  August  of  last  year  for  an  increase  of  8.8  percent  during  the 
12-month  period. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  to  processors  of  food,  beverages  and  other  products 
increased  2.5  percent  during  the  first  half  of  1973  as  compared  with  the  same 
period  of  1972,  while  deliveries  for  consumption  in  homes  and  institutions 
decreased  2.1  percent.    All  seven  of  the  industrial  type  users  received  more 
sugar  during  the  1973  half.    Deliveries  of  sugar  for  use  in  non-food  products, 
the  smallest  of  the  industrial  type  categories,  increased  the  most — 22.9  per- 
cent, followed  by  deliveries  to  canners  up  6.3  percent,  for  use  in  ice  cream 
and  dairy  products  up  4.2  percent,  bakery  cereal  and  allied  products  up  3.5 
percent  and  multiple  and  all  other  food  uses  up  2.3  percent.  Deliveries  for  use  in 
beverages ,  which  accounted  for  34  percent  of  all  deliveries  of  sugar  reported 
to  industrial  type  buyers  and  23  percent  of  the  total  first  half  1973  sugar 
deliveries,  increased  0.5  percent  and  deliveries  for  use  in  confectionery  and 
related  products  increased  0.2  percent. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  to  wholesalers  and  retail  grocery  stores,  the  two 
largest  categories  of  non-industrial  buyers,  decreased  2.3  percent  and  4.8 
percent,  respectively,  in  the  1973  half  as  compared  with  the  first  half  of 
1972,  while  deliveries  to  hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions,  the  smallest 
non-industrial  category,  increased  13.2  percent  and  the  basket  category  of 
all  other  ddliveries ,  including  those  to  Government  agencies  increased  18.3 
percent. 

Primary  distributors  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  in  consumer-size 
packages  (less  than  50  pounds)  declined  6.5  percent  during  the  first  half 
of  1973  as  compared  with  the  1971  first  half.  Beet  sugar  deliveries  in  this 
form  declined  3.3  percent  as  compared  with  a  7.2  percent  decline  for  cane  sugar 
so  packaged.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  of  the  five  geographical  regions.  The 
relative  proportions  of  total  consumer-size  packages  in  the  first  half  of  1973 
were  80.8  percent  cane  sugar  19.2  percent  beet  and  for  the  first  half  of  1972 
81.4  percent  cane  sugar  and  18.6  percent  beet. 
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Liquid  sugar  deliveries,  both,  beet  and  cane,  by  primary  distributors 
during  the  first  half  of  1973  were  down  one  percent  as  compared  with  the 
same  half  of  1972  with  liquid  cane  sugar  remaining  about  unchanged  and 
deliveries  of  liquid  beet  sugar  declining  4.8  percent. 

Deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar  by  primary  distributors  during  the 
first  half  of  1973,  both  beet  and  cane,  were  up  6.2  percent  as  compared  with 
the  first  half  of  1972;  deliveries  of  bulk  beet  sugar  increased  14.1  percent 
and  bulk  cane  sugar  deliveries  declined  0.1  percent.  During  the  1973  half 
bulk  beet  sugar  accounted  for  47.6  percent  of  the  total  bulk  sugar  deliveries 
and  bulk  cane  sugar  52.4  percent  compared  with  44.3  percent  for  beet  and 
55.7  percent  for  cane  during  the  same  half  of  1972. 

The  spot  quotation 'for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York, 
(No.  10  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  continued  to  show 
strength  during  August  averaging  10.75  cents  per  pound.     This  compares  with 
an  average  of  10.25  cents  during  July  and  9.33  cents  in  August  of  last  year, 
an  increase  of  15.2  percent  during  the  12-month  period.  The  quotation  has 
continued  strong  in  September  rising  from  10.83  cents  on  Sept.  4  to 
11.05  cents  per  pound  on  Sept.     21.      On  Sept.  25     the      quotation  was 
at  11.05  cents  and  for  the  period  Sept.     1-25      averaged    10.95  cents  com- 
pared with  9.39  cents  during  that  period  of  last  year. 

The  spot  quotation  for  World  sugar  (No.  11  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee 
and  Sugar  Exchange)  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports,  including 
Brazil  averaged  9.09  cents  per  pound  during  August,  down  from  9.86  cents  in 
July  but  up  from  6.28  cents  in  August  of  last  year.     During  September  the 
World  price  quotation  has  fluctuated  back  and  forth  between  8.45  cents  on 
Sept.  5  and  8.95  cents  on  Sept.  14  after  which  it  began  to  recover  some 
lost  ground,  rising  to  9.50  cents  on  Sept.  19  and  20  after  which  it  de- 
clined to  9.35  cents  on  Sept.  21.     On  Sept.  25     the  quotation  was  at  9.30  cents 
and  for  the  period  Sept.  1-25  averaged  8.88  cents  compared  with  6.96  cents  per  pound 
during  the  same  period  of  1972. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1973     SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

USDA  ANNOUNCES  DECLARATION  AND  ALLOCATION  OF  ADDITIONAL  1973  SUGAR  DEFICITS 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Sept.  19,  1973 
declared  additional  deficits    in    1973    sugar  quotas    totalling  50,549  short 
tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar,  consisting  of  42,000  tons  for  Hawaii    and  8,549 
tons  for  Peru. 

The  deficits     determined  are  prorated    to  the    Philippines  and 
Western  Hemisphere  countries  pursuant  to  Section  204(a)  of  the  Sugar  Act. 

The  action  also  makes  minor  adjustments    in    the    quotas  established 
for  the  Philippines  and  Western  Hemisphere  countries  due  to  a  revision  in 
the  method  of  computing  the  1973  quota  for  the  West  Indies.     The  revised 
computation  of  the  1973  quota  for  the  West  Indies  is    .in  accordance  with 
Section  202(d)(4)  of  the  Sugar  Act  and  reflects  a  shortfall  of  54,79*- 
tons  in  its  1972  quota.     Because  of  the  substantial  deficit  declared  in 
the  1973  quota  for  the  West  Indies  the  recomputation  does  not  change  its 
quota  in  effect  prior  to  this  action. 

The  Department  is  required,  pursuant  to  Section  204(a)  of  the  Sugar 
Act,  to  periodically  determine  as  information  becomes  available  but  not 
less  frequently  than  60-day  intervals    whether  any  area  or  country  will 
fail  to  fulfill  its  quota  obligations. 

The  action  taken  was  based  on  the  latest  information  available 
to  the  Department  from  representatives  of  the  producing  areas  supplying 
1973  quota  sugar.

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OTHER  ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 


August  20,  1973-  Announced  processor  allotments  of  the  1973  sugar  quota  for 
the  Mainland  Cane  Sugar  Area, totaling  1,591,000  short  tons,  raw  value. 

The  allotments  reflect  the  total  quota  for  the  area  and  the  use  of  final  pro- 
duction, marketing  and  inventory  data  in  the  allotment  formula. 

This  regulation  will  inform  processors  and  refiners  of  the  quantity  of  sugar 
that  each  processor  is  permitted  to  market  in  1973  under  the  present  area  quota. 

The  allotments  were  established  on  the  basis  of  a  public  hearing  held  April  13, 
1973,  in  Atlanta,  Ga. (See  August  29,  1973  Federal  Register) 

September  7,  1973-Announced  minimum  wage  rates  for  workers  employed  in  the  pro- 
duction, cultivation,  and  harvesting  of  sugarcane  in  Louisiana,  Florida  and 
Texas. 

In  Louisiana,  the  new  minimum  hourly  wage  rates  established  for  the  harvest  season 
are  $2.10  for  harvester,  loader  and  transfer  loader  operators;  $2.05  for  trac- 
tor and  truck  drivers,  and  harvest      bottom  blade    and  hoist  operators;  and 
$1.90  for  all  other  workers.     During  the  production  and  cultivation  season, 
minimum  wages  are  $2.00  for  tractor  drivers  and  $1.90  for  all  other  workers. 
The  basic  minimum  wages  for  all  classifications  of  mechanical  equipment  oper- 
ators are  15  cents  per  hour  more  than  those  established  by  the  prior  Louisiana 
wage  determination,  and  for  other  workers  the  wage  is  10  cents  more. 

In  Florida,  the  basic  minimum  wage  rates  established  by  the  prior  determination 
are  increased  by  15  cents  per  hour  for  each  class  of  worker.  This  results  in  wage 
minimums  of  $2.45  for  tractor  drivers  and  principal  opera  ;ojs  of  mechanical 
harvesting  and  loading  equipment,  and  $2.15  for  all  other  workers. 

In  Texas,  the  newly  established  minimum  wage  rates  are  $2.45  per  hour  for  trac- 
tor drivers,  truck  drivers  and  principal  operators  of  mechanical  harvesting  and 
loading  equipment;  and  $2.15  for  all  other  workers.  This  increases  the  basic 
hourly  rates  established  by  the  initial  Texas  wage  determination  by  35  cents 
for  equipment  operators  and  30  cents  for  other  workers,  and  makes  the  minimum 
wage  rates  identical  in  Texas  and  Florida  for  comparable  work.  Department  of- 
ficials state  it  has  been  their  intention  that  minimum  wages  be  the  same  for 
Texas  and  Florida  sugarcane  f ieldworkers ,  since  production  and  price  conditions 
for  the  new  sugarcane  producing  area  in  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  of  Texas 
are  expected  to  be  on  a  par  with  those  which  presently  exist  in  Florida. 

The  basic  minimum  rates  announced  in  this  regulation  become  effective  on 
Sept.  17,  1973  in  Louisiana;  on  Oct.  1,  1973  in  Florida;  and  on  Oct.  15,  1973 
in  Texas.     In  each  instance  the  new  wages  will  be  effective  approximately  two 
weeks  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  1973  crop  harvest  in  the  respective  states. 
The  individual  wage  determinations  will  be  issued  by  the  Department  and  pub- 
lished in  the  Federal  Register  prior  to  the  specified  effective  dates.  (See 
September  13,  1973  Federal  Register) 
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HIGHLIGHTS  OF

1.  August   1973  sugar  deliveries  for  continental    U.  S.  consumption 

I,  196,000  short  tons,     raw  value  (preliminary),  up  about  171,000  tons  from 
July  1973  and  up  40,000  tons  from  August  of  1972,  January -August  1973 
deliveries  7,716,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  up  132,000  tons  from  January- 
August  1972.     Final  data  for  July  1973  deliveries  1,025,000  short  tons, 
raw  value — previously  published  preliminary  as  1,043,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors  stocks  September  1,  1973  were  1,398,000  short  tons, 
raw  value  (preliminary),  down  133,000  tons  from  the  end  of  August  a  year  ago 
and  down  642,000  tons  from  the  end  of  July  1973.     During  August  refiners' 
stocks  decreased  193,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  were  down  324,000 

tons,  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  decreased  125,000  and  importers  of  direct 
consumption  stocks  increased  about  1,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  August  31,  1973  were  7,569,132  short  tons, 
raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  3,931,382  tons  to  be  supplied  within  the 

II,  500,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally,  January-July  deliveries,  1973  as  compared  with  1972  were  up 

in  three  of  the  five  regions;     Increases — North  Central  3.1  percent,  West,  2.3 
percent,  and  mid-Atlantic  1.6  percent.     Decreases — South  0.3  percent  and 
New  England  0.5  percent. 

5.  First  half  1973  sugar  deliveries  were  larger  to  all  of  the  seven 
industrial  user  groups  than  for  the  first  half  of  1972,  and  also  larger  to 
two  of  the  four  non-industrial  user  groups.  To  indstrial  buyers  the  national 
increase  was  2.5  percent  while  deliveries  to  non-industrial  buyers  decreased 
2 . 1  percent . 

6.  Through  Sept.  8,  1973,  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate  (for  consumption  at 
retail),  candy  and  confectionery  totaled  87.4  million  pounds  or  about  70.6 
percent  of  the  9-month  quota  through  September  30  and  49.4  percent  of  the 
1973  calendar  year  quota.
